1858. The river ootitmned to rise dur- 
ing the nifiht and at 5 o'clock tbia morn- 
ing the gnage registered thirty-flTe feet 
five inches. 

At Alton the water is above all 
prerlons records, except the high water 
of 1844. • 

An idea of the eflfect of the flood on 
the railroads entering the city from the 
Illinois side of the rirer may be gained 
from the following? description of the 
situation at Ea«t St. Louis: Above the 
Tiaduct the Ohio and Mi^wishippi. and 
Chicago, Burlington and (.^uiiicy trackH 
are from one to four feet under water. 
The (Tiicago and Alton road for a dis- 
tance of four miles from the bridge is 
out of right. The LouiKville and Nasli- 
Tille roaa, the Big Four ami the (Jairo 
Bhort-Uoe are not receiving any freight. 

Not a wheel has moved in the Mobiie 
and Ohio yards for several days. The 
IJt^lt Line y.-irds are three feet under 
wat«'r and the great J)ndge yards liavo 
closed down. The Chicago and Alton, 
Big Pour, Ck)ver Leaf and the Jackson- 
ville route are broke at the bridge 
junction, near Kast St. Louis. There 
are but two engines with fireboxes 
above the water, and they are pulling 
all passenger trains from the relay 
depot, uiKm the Wabiish track to Ven- 
ice, anH the Chicago and Alton road to 
a point beyond Nameoka. The Mer- 
chants' Terminal nowls at K.ust St. 
Lcjois have suspended traffic between 
the ))ridg» and tb* Natknal itook 

yards. 

The flood in St. Charles county, 
twenty miles above the city, increases 
in vastness and in its disastrous results. 
All day yestcnlay and uj) to a late ho ir 
last night appeals fur help were being 
received from iiumcnuis families whose 
homes are being sw- pt away by tlie 
flood. A large steaiiiur m.uiiii'd with a 
double crew fur day aucl iiight duty, 
started Sunday itiuriiing to r»'ti(lcr aid to 
the hundreds ( f pci suns who are in im- 
minent peril near the mouth of the Mis- 
souri nver. La.'t night the steamer 
rescued twtlve families from Stump 
Slough, and six families from Kitsac 
island from thi tops of their houses. 
They had almost given up hujie of 
re.scue when the .steamer hove in sight. 
Tlie current in the lixt-r \\;u! running at 
a tremendous rate of st^»«d and the 
work of Rjiving these familes was ac- 
complished with great ditliculty. 

The steamer P\i\vn from St. Charles, 
was carri'Ml by the fearful current out 
of the chajmel uf the river and w;ih 
stranded in a whi.atfield an eighth of a 
mile from the river prui)er. By means 
of lung hawsers another steamer snu- 
ceeib'd in getting the Vkwn twok Into 

the ciliumel, 

A mt'ssencer reached Alton ye; terday 
after rowing ten mile* in a skiff from 
an island southwest of the mouth of the 
Mis.souri river, lie stated that there 
were over sixty per>oiis on tlie island, 
which was rapidly bfing inundated. 
The messenger n jKTted that the water 
was already in the first floors of many 
houses and the occupants were climb- 
ing to the roofs of the buildings. )u 
feceipt of tliis information tlie board of 
trade abandoned its regular busiuc<d 
and organized into a relief ouiumittee. 
T)iey pressed a relief boat into service, 
and taking on board a dozen Utfge 
skills. siarte<l to rescue the islanders. 

It is raining throughout the Misstspp- 
pi valley, and higer water is expected 
tomorrow. The greatest danger is in 
the American bottoms on the Illinois 
side. The levees to the north have given 
way and onlv the Chicago and Alton 
railroad embankment is holding back 
the floods. Three-quarters of the 
American bottoms, which is a tract of 
land twenty-tive miles long by five miles 
wide, is ui. ler water. The cities of 
£ast St. Lcuis and Madison are still 
safe. Venice. Crookh-n, East Madison, 
Carondelet, Forest Lawn, Cantr^ville 
station and Cahokia are und«r from 
five to twenty feet of water. 

At least ninety souare miles of farm- 
ing land is flooded and thou.sands of 
farmers have been driven from their 
home. They are on the Pittsburg bluffs 
withont shelter. Their condition has 
become so r. >9perate that the county au- 
thorities have been apiiealed to for as- 
sistance. About 1,200 people in all are 
without shelter of any kind. 

The signal service predictions yester- 
day were a warning to prepare for worse 
things yet. and as soon as the mans from 
the offlce were issued the peoi^e who 
have interests at stake on the river went 
vigorously to work strengthening em- 
bankments along low Uuadi, ar.d taking 
other precautions to proteok levM jptop- 
•rty in the city. 

The greatest apprehension is felt 
among the residents of East St. Louis. 
IIm Ohio and Mississippi river embank- 
ment is the on ly thing that prevents the 
place from being submerged. The em- 
ouikmeut is twentv-five feet high and 
the water is now within a few inches of 
the top. A portion of the town of 
Brooklyn, adjoining East St. Loais on 
the north sitle, i» covered with water to 
the depth of three feet. The town con> 
tttiiM ft large negro population and they 
tiuraaten to cut the embankment An 
■Vnad patrol guards the embankment 
and any attempt on the part of the 
negroes to cut the dyke will be met with 
summary vengeance.

The water aoon flooded 
East Madison and tha dtiaaos of thai 
town started to build a larea to protect 
thamaahrea. Thia would have thrown 
thacnrrant through Venice, and the 
dtiiena of tha latter place threaten that 
unkaa tha lavea bailding is stopped to 
out tha Chkaco and .Alton embankment 
and flood tha entire country. Althongh 
work haa bean stopped trouble is feared. 

Armour's packing hooaa in East St.

Omaha, May 18.— Tha aaat ap- 
proach of the great Union Padflc bridge 
over tlie Missouri riTcr gave wi^ at Ti'iO 
last night and aa a rsanlt a thirty-foot 
fap pMdudea all idea of using the bridgt 
for some time. Tha river ia rising 
rapidly and it is feared that more of the 
bridge will go out. The bottoms are 
flooded and the squatters have been com- 
pelled to se^k high ground. Half of the 
town of Beatrice is under water.

HARTiMOTOlf, Neb., May 18.— Yester- 
day afternoon a waterspout visited this 
part of the ooimtry and flooded the 
lower part of the town. Families were 
compelled to leave their homes and 
seek safety. The creeks, noith and 
south of town, have risen from fifteen 
to twenty faat Railroad traffic is 
blocked. .

Maay naaten Have asbstttnted It to 

I'iirt fur Cotton. 

Nkw Yukk. ."^lay 18.— The rice crop 
of the Unit«'d States for 1SH2, as esti- 
mated in Bulletin No. 1 of Dan Tal- 
mage's Sous, just isaued, will be 80 par 
cent in advance over any pttvkraa yaar. 
The ocop wiU acarcely taJi riiort of 
8,000,000 boahala. The cause of the in- 
crease is attributed to a snb^titntion of 
rice for cotton uii some of the plaiit.i 
tiotis for e.\jH'riment;d ])iirpose.s. 
.\bout half of the crop was 
seeded in March ;ind April. Op- 
erations were suspended this month 
to be resumed early in ,Iune. co-n- 
tinuiiig in the south and southw.-st nnul 
the middle of .July. In North Carolma 
the rice acreage has been enlarged; the 
season is backward, but favorable. 
There is one-thiifl more acreage in South 
Carolina than last year: cool, dry 
weather has retarded growth; a lir^e 
harvest is predicted. In (Georgia the 
acreage is shorter than la■^t year; a coKl 
snap in April retiinle(l growth; pros- 
ijerts fair. A larger acreage than t-ver 
liefore has been planted in Luuisi;iiia. 
with a puriHKse to beat the st;itt,''s previ- 
ous record. Fair progress in experi- 
mental 1 ii f raising is noticed in Florida, 
Alabama, Mi-ssissipjii and Te.vas. '

The committee on the state of the 
church endorse the formation of a Na- 
tional Sabbath union. Its second report 
condemns the southern outrages; de- 
mands tJiat coiigrt'ss take suitable ac- 
tion to suppress these growing unjust 
and inhuman acts, and calls upon the 
secular and religiiius papers to unite in 
putting down the evil. Ur. Ackerman, 
of Alabama, moved to adopt the report 

Sa rising vote, but Ur. Mytley wan^ 
to telk some; so did Dr. (^ealey, and 
they both favored the report Dr. 
Payne, of New York, also favored the 
report, clenouncii»g tlve Jim Crow car 
and detailing tlie iJI-treatmeut of colored 
and white mmisttirs.

FOR THE FARMER. 



The Outlook for Orops in Kentncky. 
Tha Weather Report for tha 
Past Week. 



The following is the weekly crop Iml- 
letin of the Kentucky State Weather 
Service. 

"The crops of the State were not ma- 
terially effected by the weather condi- 
tions the ])ast week. The weather was 
generally cloudy, with temperature some- 
what below the normal, and a slight ex- 
cess of rainfall, which was more marked 
in the western counties than in other sec- 
tions of the State. Under the conditions 
vegetation made very little proprress, 
though the efiiect upon wheat was favor- 
ble, as it checked a growth which wiu 
becoming too rank. 

" Orasses of all kinds are reported to 
be in the best possible condition, and to- 
bacco ])lants have not in many years 
been so abundant and of such fiue quali- 
ty. In their present advanced state, it is 
doubtful if the land can be i)repared in 
time for setting, though some little of that 
work has already been commenced in the 
central counties. 

" Reports show an unfavorable condi- 
tion of the corn crop. The continued 
damp weather has rendered the soil, 
particularly that o< the bottom lands, 
unfit f'or|\vorkiii!i, and, a.* a result, some 
of the crop is not yet planted, though the 
the season is fully two weeks late. In 
more favored localities the crop is coming 
up fairly well, but upon the whole the 
prospect is not promising. Fruits promise 
well, especially in the western counties."
